NEW CREDITORS AS 
FEDERAL RECEIVER 
FOR SUGAR COMPANY 


Holders of Small Claims 
File Petition In Court 
At Tampa 


Petition has béen filed -in the 
ffederal court at Tampa to have 
the Southern Sugar Company de- 
|clared bankrupt. The petition was 
| filed by Williamson & Cain, attor- 
[neys in West Palm Beach, for 
[Harp Brothers, Macon, Ga., Rit- 
tenbaum Brothers, Atlanta and 
Nu-Way Stretch Suspender Com- 
pany, Adrian, Mich., with claims 
aggregating $2,244 for goods sold 
to the commissaries. These credi- 
tors ask that the appointment of 
B. G. Dahlberg and P.'G. Bishop 
be set aside anil that the federal 
court refer the case to a referee 
| in bankruptcy. 

If the federal court takes the 
case it will stop the effort that is 
being made to get operating cap- 
ital. ‘ 

B. G. Dahlberg, president of the 
sugar company, in! a’ statement 
issued from New York Wediies- 
day, denied the company was 
bankrupt and said its difficulties 


Additional information as to 
how receivership for the Southern 
Sugar Company was. brought 
about and handled is given by the 
Fort Myers Tropical News, which 
says the claims of the applicants 
aggregated $150,000 and they 
were represented by the law firm 
of Sheppard & Clements of Fort 
Myers. i 

‘The plaintiffs in the action were 
Josephine Wright of Clewiston, 
described as a stockholder, and the 
Weir Kilby company, an Ohio cor- 
poration, McDonald & Burgman 
of Jacksonville, and the McDonald 
Tractor Equipment Company of 
Orlando. 

It was estimated that at least 
$1,000,000 in claims are in, the 
hands of Florida attorneys, sever- 
al groups of creditors being repre- 
sented by law firms in Fort My- 
ers. It was said there that the re- 
ceivership applicction was precip- 
itated by the failure of the com- 
pany to meet its pay, roll, the 
managers fearing that some of 
the unpaid employes might levy 
on property necessary for conduct 
of.the business. . 

At the hearing” before Judge 
Whifegurst it ‘was forecast that 
the-feceivership, would be termin- 
ated-by one of three probable de- 
velopments; first, that the inter- 
val would. give the company á 
chance to float securities suffic- 
ient to” discharge the pressing 
debts; second, that these debts 
could be settled by the operating 
profit this season; or third, by sale 
of the company’s assets if other 
means of solving its troubles fail. 

“It is of vital importance to all 
parties Concerned,” said the com- 
plaint filed by Sheppard & Clem- 
ents, “that the growing crops be 
cultivated, harvegted and manu- 
factured and that the’ business 
continue as a going concern until 
the rights of the various creditors 
čan be.ascertained and the stock 
holders of the company be given 
ample opportunity to refinance 
and meets its obligations. The val- 
ue òt the property, if properly and 
prudently realized on, in due 
course will .be far more than 
enough to pay all obligations.”

ND FEDERAL MONEY 
AT THS TIME FoR 
UKE LEVEE WOR 


E. Bruce Youngs Stays In 
Washington To Con- 
tinue Effort 


Congress’ adjourned without 
having made approprietions for 
work authorized under the river 
and harbor bill but E. Bruce 
Youngs telegraphs from Washing- 


ton to The Everglades News that 
he is remaining there to try to 
get an emergency allotment 
through the war department. Mr. 
Youngs as a representative from 
Dade county in the Florida legis- 
lature was the sponsor of the bill 
that created Okeechobee flood 
control district and was a repre- 
sentative of the district board at 
Washington. He is associated with 
Glenn Curtiss, a member of the 
executive board of Okeechobee 
district. 

Major Mark Brooke, U. S. army 
division engineer at New Orleans, 
made an inspection of the Lake 
Okeechobee region ten days ag 
accompanied by Colonel L. V. 
Frazier, district engineer. 

From an appropriation made 
under the 1925 river and harbor 
Dill there is an unexpended bal- 
ance and'it is hoped that money 
for Okeechobee flood control can 
be advanced from that fund. 

Commissioners of Okeechobee 
flood control district are sounding 
out the railroads and‘other cor- 
porations that have interests in 
the Everglades with a view to get- 
ting those corporations to sub-
